HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOR-GENERAL 
IN  COUNCIL. 

ON  a Memorandum  dated  10th  December,  1895, 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  .submitting 
that  by  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  25th  of  July  last, 
the  licenses  of  timber  bertlis  situate  in  the  Railway 
Belt  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  were  per- 
mitted to  pay  dues  on  the  timber  cut  by  them  at  the 
rate  of  fifty  cents  per  thousand  feet  B.  M . instead  of  a 
royalty  of  five  per  cent,  on  the  sales  of  lumber,  and 
they  were  also  entitled  to  receive  a rebate  of  forty 
cent.s  per  thou.s.'ind  feet  on  manufactured  lumlier 
exported  from  the  Province,  except  upon  lumber 
shipped  to  Manitoba  or  the  North-west  Territories. 

J’hat  representations  have  been  made  to  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior  by  the  licensees,  that  this  new  regu- 
lation niakes  the  dues  on  the  lumber  sold  in  the 
Province  and  shipped  to  Manitoba  and  the  Noith-west 
Territories  higher  than  formerly  when  they  paid  a 
royalty  of  five  per  cent,  on  the  sales,  instead  of  a fixed 
rate  of  lifty  cents  per  thousand  feet. 

Tlie  Minister  states  that  lumber  at  the  present  time 
is  selling  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  at  from 
$"  to  S9  per  thousand  feet.  The  royalty  thereon  at 
five  per  cent,  would  therefore  amount  to  from  thirty- 


five  to  forty-five  cents  per  thousand  feet,  being  from 
five  to  ten  cents  per  thousand  feet  less  than  the  dues 
of  fifty  cents  per  thousand  prescribed  by  the  Order  in 
Council  of  25th  July  last,  above  referred  to. 

The  Minister  recommends,  as  it  was  the  intention 
in  passing  the  said  Order  to  give  relief  to  the  licensees 
instead  of  burdening  them  with  an  additional  tax  on 
the  lumber  cut  by  them,  that  the  dues  on  lumber  sold 
in  the  Province  and  exported  to  Manitoba  and  the 
North-west  Territories  be  five  per  cent,  royalty  on  the 
sales,  and  that  the  dues  on  lumber  otherwise  exported 
from  the  Province  be  at  the  same  rate  less  a rebate  of 
forty  cents  per  thousand  feet.

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  for  the  Corporation  of 
the  Township  of  Alaple  Ridge  to  raise  by  loan 
the  sum  of  fourteen  hundred  dollars  to  meet  the  cur- 
rent expenditure  of  the  said  Corporation  during  the 
year  1 896  : 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  that  the  said  sum  should 
be  obtained  by  the  said  Corporation  before  the  annual 
revenue  of  the  said  j'ear  1896  becomes  payable  by  the 
taxpayers  : 

Therefore  the  Reeve  and  Councillors  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  Township  of  Alaple  Ridge  enact  as 
follows  : — 

1st.  That  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  current 
expenditure  of  the  said  Corporation  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Reeve  thereof  to  raise  by  way  of  loan,  from 
any  person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate,  who 
may  be  willing  to  advance  the  same,  the  sum  of  four- 
teen hundred  dollars,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  paid 
into  the  Bank  of  British  Columbia  to  the  credit  of  the 
said  Corporation  for  the  purpose  aforesaid.

Entitled  “ Lanoley  TEjiroRAHY  Loan  By-law, 

189G.” 

-4.  Jty-lunr  autJtorizhiff  the  Corpoi'tition  of  the  Toirn- 
s)tlp  of  lyttuyley  to  hovvon-  the  stun  of  three  thousand 
dollars  ($3,000 ) in.  a nticipation  of  the  rerenue  to 
he  recelred  for  the  year  ISOO. 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  meet  the 
current  legal  expenditure  and  liabilities  of  the 
said  Corporation  which  become  payable  out  of  the 
annual  revenue  for  the  year  189(3,  before  the  revenue 
for  the  said  year  becomes  payable  by  the  taxpayers, 
to  borrow  the  sum  of  |3,00U  : 

And  whereas  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  authority 
in  that  behalf  contained  in  the  “Municipal  Act,  1892,” 
and  the  Acts  amending  the  said  Act,  the  said  Cor- 
poration is  empowered  to  borrow,  in  anticipation  of  the 
revenue  for  the  current  year,  an  amount  equal  to  the 
total  amount  of  taxes  that  was  levied  during  the  pre- 
vious year  by  general  rates  upon  land,  improvements 
or  real  property  in  the  said  Township,  to  meet  the  cur- 
rent legal  expenditure  and  liabilities  of  the  Corporation 
which  become  payable  as  aforesaid,  at  sucli  rate  of 
interest  as  may  be  recpiisite,  and  under  the  conditions 
in  the  said  Acts  contained  :
